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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited failed to teach applicants invention that relates to reference 
libraries of composite spectra that consolidate, into a single searchable data set, 
information from multiple independent spectra of a chemical compound taken 
under multiple conditions using a single analytical technique. Applicant's 
limitation of having a reference library of composite spectra generated by 
acquiring multiple independent spectra for a known chemical compound under 
multiple predefined instrument conditions, each independent spectra including an x 
and y axis, renumbering the units on the x-axis of at least one of the independent 
spectra so that the x-axes of the independent spectra do not perfectly overlap, and 
generating a composite spectrum for the unknown chemical compound from said 
independent spectra by aligning the x-axes of the independent spectra on a 
composite x-axis is the allowable subject matter over that prior art. Such subject 
matter, in combination with the remaining elements are present in independent 
claims 1,9, 17, 27, and 32, is considered allowable. Claims 2-8, 10-16, 18-26- and 
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28-31 are allowable because of their dependencies upon that above mentioned 
independent claims.
